The latest telegrams to hand from Russia seem to point to 8 
more satiafactory state of ¢ffaira existing in thet very mach perturb- 
ed country.. The Government, with M. Kerensky at ite head, is 
settling down to constractive work that should soon prove to be 
beneficial to the nation snd wh'ch sugare well for what Rassia has 

: pledged herself to do in corjanction with the Allier, It is 8 most 
gratifying telegram that Gevera! Korniloff, the Raerisn Commander- 
jn-Chief, haa sent’ to General Foch. He caya:—“Lem cvnvinced 
that after the restoration of firm dircioline our troop eill.very 
shortly bring fall sapport to the Allies.” That such will eventoal- 

* Jy be the case no-one seriously doubts, the Rassiin Goveroment 

“being fully awere of the. obligations ander which itrests with the 

Allies. It ia also aware of the imperative need of maintaining in- 
terns! order and likewise ‘of restoring discipline within the Army 
and Navy. Every effort is evidently being mide ith that ead in 
view, and ao far the results have been satiefactory sod ere-ureging. 

The news from the Rumanisa front has ite gratifying festares 
also, thoagh ‘to-day’s telegrams are alittle depreecing. There 
the combined forces of the Russians. and the recently re-organised 

Bamanisn Army -hsve been distinguishing themselves, the 

former taking twelve. hundred prisonera in a spirited ccaater- 
attack on the Focaani-Merechsie Railway. The Resians, who have 
been displaying considerable dash, alio captured sneaemy position 
at the mouth of the Bozee River. The Rameniane have aleo, per- 
formed valiant deeds in encoscefally coping with “atabborn attacka,” 
prior to retiring to Okna. True, the enemy, in oneof his bombas- 
tic “official wireleas messages” makes outrageouidy exaggerated 
‘claims, sdding that the Rasso-Ramaniana fruitlessly attacked ber- 
ween the Ssreth and the Adjadalon Railwsy. Expsrieace has long 
since shown the wiedom of tskiog enemy ctatements eum grano ealia. 
The all-important point to be noted ia that on the Ruasisn front 
both the Ragsian and the Rumanian troops have sgiin-encountered 
the enemy with “desperate resistance” and with oo little maceure 
of success. The telegram recording thia fact comea from Odessn 
via Petrograd and is sent by Reuters correspondent there. He 
asye:—~"The Russian High Commend recorda csxses in which 
érders to retire had to bo repested before the troops obeyed.” Thie 
ja mest conclusive evidence not only of the excellent work being
